Meanwhile, the Commerce Minis- 
ter had -been negotiating with the’ 
representatives of the Mitsul and 
Mitsubishi interests as their sup- 
port was deemed indispensable’ for 
the success of the emergency 
measures planned by the govern- 

“ ment. That support was grdnted, 
“and the government: was able to 
shelve. compulsory measures’ which 
't had threatened to take under 
the Electric Power Regulation ‘Or- 
dimance vatell last. year " the 
Ditet.
